INTERRED AT RICHMOND

Richmond, Va., Oct. IS.—The body 
of Mrs. Jefferson Davit, who died 
Tuesday night in New York, arrived 
here this morning and was met by a 
military and Confederate Veteran es­ 
cort and taken to St. Paul's Episcopal 
vchurch, where the services will begin 
.at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The in- 
.terment will be in the famous Holly­ 
wood cemetery, the grave being next 
to that of President Davis. The funer- 
. a1 procession will be an imposing ane, 
made up largely of mi&taiy aad Con­ 
federate organizations. 
A,detail of veterans will guard the 
.body gat the church. In accordance 
with Airs. Davis* expressed wishes, 
.the remains will not lie in state. 


New York, Oct. 18.—A simple and 
.brief funeral service was held today for 
:the late Mrs. Jefferson Davis at the 
[Hotel Majestic. Rev. N. A. Seagle.of 


$tepb*rns’ Episcopal church, offi­ 
ciating. 
He was assisted by Rev. Dr. 
Georg* S. 
Baker, chaplain of the 
Southern Society, and Rev. Henry Lu­ 
beck, rector of St. Timothy's church. 
The service was private, only the mem­ 
bers of Mrs. Davis’ family, representa­ 
tives of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy and a small number of in­ 
timate friends being present. 
Numer­ 
ous wreaths covered the casket, one of 
which was sent by President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 
Other floral tributes came 
from the -Governors of many .southern 
states and from various societies of 
which Mss. Davis was a member.

They 
are now working off their old stock 
and making room for the new stocks, 
complying with the provisions of the 
pure food law. bearing labels that do 
not belie the contents of the packages. 
The new law wail not apply t > goods 
that are within the state boundaries in 
which they are to be retailed, if they 
are delivered before January I.

Oct. 19—The territor­ 
ial election board yesterday knocked 
out eight independent and one soialist 
candidate for delegate to the constitu­ 
tional convention on grounds that their 
petitions in some form or other were 
not in accordinace with law. 
The most prominent candidate thus 
eliminated was Wilr n D. Fosett of 
Guthrie ex-United St< ?s Marshal who 
was running as un independent repub­ 
lican candidate in this the 25th district. 
The full list in volved is as follows: 
Tenth district John C. Peters inde­ 
pendant republican; 
Twenty-second, 
Dr. John D. Bilby, independent; Twen­ 
ty-fourth, William Mahan, prohibit­ 
ionist; jTwenty-fifth, Rev. J. E. Disch, 
Prohibitionist; Twenty-sixth, Rev. Ira 
Holbrook, prohibitionist; Twenty-seven 
Rev. A. L. Vidden, prohibitionist; and 
B. B 
Bane socialist; Twenty-eighth, 
R r K. O. Whitewall, prohibitionist; 
Tw ty-ninth, Robert Chowing, pro­ 
hibitionist. 
Fossett was knocked out because the 
residence of his petitioners was nott 
given and Baine because his petition 
was not filed in time. All the others 
were refused because the proper resi­ 
dence of the candidates or petitioners 
were not given.

Treadway, an independent 
negro candidate in Oklahoma City, 
and John Shields of Beaver both suc­ 
ceeded in getting on the ballot. 
The sentiment here is that the hair­ 
splitting rule has been adopted for the 
special purpose of preventing Henry 
Asp’s defeat in the race for constitu­ 
tional delegate. 
Judge |W. B. Herod, representing 


Fossett before the board showed that 
in the body of the petition it was stat­ 
ed that the “ undersigned residents of 
the twenty-fifth district” were doing 
the petitioning, a sufficient statement 
that all who signed were residents of 
the district. 
The board however overruled Herod 
and disbarred Fossett from making the 
race. 
This morning Mr. Fossett stated that 
he would appeal the matter to the dis­ 
trict court, wherfe Judge Burford must 
decide whether or not his petition is 
ilegal. 
The appeal will be taken in 
the shape of a mandamus action to 
compel the election board to enroll 
Fossett as a candidate in the Twenty- 
fifth district.
